REMARKS 

(i) Response to Restriction Requirement 

In the Office Action of May 14, 2004, the Examiner restricted the pending claims into 
patentably distinct inventions according to the following groups: 

Group I: Claims 30-37 and 45, drawn to pharmaceutical compositions comprising 
celecoxib and oxycodone; and 

Group II: Claims 38-44 and 46-47, drawn to method of treating pain by 
administering celecoxib and oxycodone. 

In response, Applicants hereby elect, without traverse, Group n, claims 38-44 and 46-47 
drawn to method of treating pain by administering celecoxib and oxycodone. As Group II is 
elected, no election of species is necessary according to the Office Action. 

Claims 30-37 and 45 have been canceled without prejudice, as they are part of non-elected 
Group I.
